ANNUAL  REPORT.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  p opulation  of  the  district  shows  a slight  decrease  in 
numbers  during  the  year  1970  due  to  a fallen  birth  rate,  a more  or 
less  static  death  rate  and  a reduced  immigration  into  Croesyceiliog, 
Llanyrafon  and  Llanfrechfa.  This  does  not  mean  that  the  demand  for 
more  houses  has  diminished.  By  and  large  those  now  living  in  the 
area  have  established  roots  but  their  needs  are  very  different  from 
their  predecessors. 

People  not  only  expect  a higher  standard  of  living  but  families 
are  no  longer  the  tight  knit  units  they  used  to  be.  Young  people  now- 
adays are  not  content  to  live  with  their  parents  and  grand  parents. 

The  late  sixties  saw  the  return  fashion  of  younger  marriages  with  the 
newly  weds  eager  to  set  up  homes  of  their  own.  Parents,  in  their  middle 
age,  like  to  shed  sane  of  their  earlier  responsibilities  to  their 
children,  and  mums  often  wish  to  have  wider  interests  outside  the  home. 
At  the  same  time  there  are  more  pensioners,  many  of  whom,  are  finding, 
life  increasingly  difficult  in  houses  that  have  become  too  large  and 
laborious  with  too  few  amenities  and  inadequate  help. 

Not  so  long  ago,  houses  were  built  with  the  minimum  regard  to 
physical  environment  only.  These  were  arranged  in  long  rows  having 
a small  back  yard,  often  improperly  paved  and  opening  directly  on  to 
the  street  in  front.  They  were  strictly  utilitarian  in  character, 
posessing  few  of  the  "mod  cons".  Baths  were  gradually  installed  by  the 
conversion  of  a bedroom  to  bathroom.  The  flushing  cistern  replaced  the 
old  fashioned  hand  flushed  water  closet.  Electricity  gained  supremacy 
over  the  old  gas  mantles.  Cooking  facilities  remained  rather  primitive 
for  some  time  and  the  old  kitchen  range  occupying  pride  of  place  and 
faithfully  "black  japaned"  by  the  more  diligent  housewife,  such 
accommodation  provided  a measure  of  comfort  for  the  worker  and  his 
family  without  exceeding  his  income  limits.  Frequently  they  were 
occupied  by  two  or  more  families.  Fortunately  they  are  virtually  non- 
existent in  the  Pontypool  Rural  District  of  today - 

They  were  replaced  by  the  short  terraces  of  houses  ofvarying  design 
with  front  and  back  gardens.  The  two  or  three  bedroom  non-parlour  type 
of  house  came  into  vogue.  Then,  slowly  the  negative  approach  to  the 
housing  problem  gradually  gave  way  to  a more  positive  outlook  and 
there  was  a vigorous  drive  against  overcrowding.  As  a result  one  and 
two  room  dwellers  became  fewer  in  number. 
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The  changing  concepts  of  the  ' environment' now  requires  the 
building  of  houses  according  to  family  needs  - physical  emotional 
and  social.  The  goal  should  be  the  provision  of  a self-contained 
dwelling  of  flexible  design  for  each  family.  Ideally  the  home  should 
be  constructed  so  as  to  allow  parents  to  live  harmoniously  together 
and  to  bring  up  children  under  healthy  and  comfortable  conditions. 
Living  space  within  the  home  must  not  only  be  adequate  but  it  must 
be  well  insulated  and  the  space  heating  efficient.  Kitchen  designs 
have  been  revolutionised  with  the  provision  of  labour  saving 
devices.  While  retaining  sufficient  room  for  walking  convenience. 

Recent  planning  tends  to  provide  a mixture  of  dwellings;  family 
houses  arranged  in  short  terraces  or  individual  bungalows  for  the 
elderly  as  well  as  a small  number  of  flats.  All  should  be  within 
easy  distance  of  industrial,  shopping  and  cultural  centres  and,  at 
the  same  time,  adequate  space  for  recreation  must  be  provided.  It 
is  desirable  that  people  should  interest  themselves  in  community 
affairs  therefore,  it  is  necessary  to  have  a wide  range  of  social 
and  cultural  amenities  available  to  all.  These  include  churches, 
schools,  libraries,  pubs,  parks,  playing  fields,  youth  clubs  etc. 
Certainly,  Pontypool  Rural  District  spends  its  energy  in  an  attempt 
to  provide  more  and  more  homes  conducive  both  in  the  health  and  happin- 
ess of  its  inhabitants.  But  is  it  really  necessary  for  most  of  them 
to  look  like  little  coloured  boxes? 

Despite  all  the  efforts  there  is  mounting  evidence  of  a sick 
society  in  certain  sections  of  the  Community.  Acts  of  hooliganism 
and  vandalism  occur  more  and  more  frequently,  within  any  class  of 
society  tending  to  flourish  whenever  a crowd  is  gathered  together. 
Killer  infectious  diseases  may  be  more  or  less  under  control  but  we 
see  an  upward  trend  in  the  incidence  of  sexually  transmitted  diseases 
through  promiscuity.  This  form  of  behaviour,  has  already  spread  to 
the  teenage  group  and  it  seems  that  more  infections  are  occuring 
even  at  school.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate  has  increased.  In  1970 
for  e-yery  16  births  in  the  Pontypool  Rural  District  one  child  was 
illegitimate.  We  may  have  a so-called  enlightened  society,  but 
there  are  still  many  medical  and  social  problems  associated  with 
illegitimacy  and  abortions.  So  far  we  do  not  appear  to  have  a drug 
addiction  problem  and  our  actual  suicide  rates  remain  low  but  hosp- 
ital statistics  show  that  attempted  suicides  are  far  from  infrequent. 

The  old  problems  changeth  yielding  place  to  new.

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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


During  the  year  96  visits  were  made  in  connection  with 
improvement  grants,,  It  is  often  necessary  to  meet  owners, 
Architects  and  Builders  even  prior  to  any  formal  application 
being  submitted  for  consideration  by  the  Council. 

Subsequent  inspections  are  made  to  check  the  plans  and 
specifications  and  to  see  if  the  property  is  suitable  for 
improvement . 

The  Housing  Act  1969?  raised  the  normal  limit  Standard 
Grant  to  £200  and  the  higher  limit  to  a maximum  of  £450.  The 
discretionary  grant  maximum  has  been  raised  to  £1,000.  This 
Act  came  into  operation  on  25th  August,  1969* 

The  Council  approved  during  the  year  14  standard  grant 
and  2 discretionary  grant  applications.

WATER  SUPPLIES  . 

The  lias  ion  between  the  department  and  the  two  bulk  water 
supplying  authorities  is  very  good,  and  I would  like  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  the  Officers  concerned. 

(a)  During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  installation  of  a new 
6"  water  main  at  Ponthir  was  completed.  A constant  supply  was 
afforded  to  the  residents  in  the  Lamb  Lane  area,  and  up  to  the 
transfer  of  the  undertaking  to  the  Gwent  Board  no  complaints  of 
lack  of  pressure  were  received. 

(b)  During  the  first  5 months  of  the  year  5 samples  of  mains 
water  were  taken  with  satisfactory  results.  24  samples  have 
been  taken  in  the  year  from  private  sources  and  in  all  but  three 
cases  the  results  were  unsatisfactory.  Technical  advice  has  been 
given  to  the  owners  concerned. 

(c)  N/a.  Ho  reports  of  Plumb o -solvent  action. 

(d)  Flushing  and  rechlorination  of  mains  extensions. 

The  Gwent  Water  Board,  as  mentioned  in  my  last  years  report, 
took  over  this  Authorities  water  undertaking  on  1st  April,  1970. 
All  plans,  plant  and  materials  were  transferred.  Since  1st  April 
the  Gwent  Tater  Board  have  taken  57  samples  of  mains  vrater  in 
your  area  for  examination,  in  each  but  three  cases,  results  were 
satisfactory.  Re-sampling  proved  satisfactory  in  the  three  cases 
mentioned.

The  sewerage  arrangements  for  the  New  Town  areas  of  Croesyceiliog 
and  Llanyrafon  are  adequate  at  present,  extensions  to  the  system  have 
been  carried  out  to  deal  with  development  in  the  north  eastern  section 
of  the  area.  Disposal  is  to  the  Eastern  Valley  Trunk  Sewer. 

Ponthir  Sewerage  system  is  adequate  for  present  needs  and 
disposal  is  to  the  Eastern  Valley  Sewage  Works,  This  works  which 
deals  with  all  the  Eastern  Valley  sewage  is  being  extended. 

Little  Mill  sewerage  system  and  disposal  works  are  adequate 
Development  is  restricted  due  to  Planning  and  Ministry  restrictions. 

If  in  the  future  limited  development  is  permitted,  the  works, 
particularly  on  the  biological  filtration  parts  of  the  works  will 
have  to  be  increased  in  capacity.  In  addition  other  improvements 
will  be  necessary,  i.e.  sludge  drying  bods,  pumping  arrangements, 
fencing  and  roadworks. 

Penperlleni  Sewerage  system  is  adequate  at  present,  and  the 
disposal  works  have  been  extended  to  cope  with  additional  sewage 
from  new  and  proposed  development. 

The  sewerage  system  for  Llangybi  is  now  in  operation. 
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RODEKT  COHTROL 


Since  the  1st  April  I97O9  when  your  Water  Undertaking  was 
transferred,  your  pest  service  has  been  improved  by  re-allocation 
of  labour.  Two  men  are  now  available,  one  of  which  has  received 
training.  The  other  man  acts  as  labourer  when  required  particularly 
when  the  sewerage  systems  are  receiving  treatment.  147  complaints 
of  rats  and  mice  infestations  have  been  dealt  with.  Sewerage  systems 
.have  been  dealt  with  in  the  whole  of  the  district  with  satisfactory 
results. 
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
